(AP) — Viet Cong guerrillas 
overran a small outpost at the 
southern tip of Viet Nam today, 
killing three American soldiers 
and nine South Vietnamese. 
Ten Vietnamese soldiers were 
wounded in the surprise attack 
by about 50 Communists. 
The casualties brought the 
total of Americans killed in ac­ 
tion in South Viet Nam to 229 
since December 1961. 
Two of t h e Americans killed 
today were infantry officers and 
the third was an enlisted man. 
Their outpost 125 miles from 
Saigon apparently was being 
used as the command post in an 
operation. The Viet Cong force, 
small by usual standards, prob­ 
ably infiltrated the post before 
opening fire, a U.S. source said.

‘ The Viet Cong blew up the 
only bridge leading to the tiny 
valley. Military sources report 
ed three armored personnel car­ 
riers moving to the battle area 
were hit and were in flames. 
Vehicles around the barbed- 
wire fort at the district head­ 
quarters were burning, Wyllie 
reported. He said there were 
many dead and wounded Viet 
namese inside the fort.

To Get Ruling on 


Religious Study 


CINCINNATI (A)—Child roil 
should be taught about religion, 
but they should not be forced to 
attend religious ceremonies at 
school, in the opinion of the Cin­ 
cinnal Board of Education. 
The opinion is spelled out in a 
policy statement the board is 
expected to pass next Monday. 
The board members approved 
the statement Monday 6-0, while 
sitting as a committee of the 
whole. 
"One goal of general educa­ 
tion is an understanding of the 
role of religion in our history. 
The schools are responsible for 
transmitting this heritage just 
as they transmit other phases 
of culture,” the statement said. 
While saying that ‘‘no pupil 
may be coerced or required to 
participate in any religious ac­ 
tivity or observance,” the state­ 
ment added that “an important 
objective of education is the de­ 
velopment of moral and ethical 
values in children.”

U.S., British 
Chiefs Continue 
Their Parley 


SE Asia, N ATO 
Problems Due 
For Consideration 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres!- 
dent Johnson and Prime Minis­ 
ter Harold Wilson continued the 
talks today with two main sub­ 
jects expected on the agenda: 
the nuclear future of the Atlan­ 
tic Alliance and the situation in 
Southeast Asa. 
Wilson began to spell out his 
ideas on how to organize a nu­ 
clear weapons force within the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza­ 
tion at a midafternoon session 
with Johnson Monday, their sec­ 
ond of the day. The prime min­ 
ister will conclude his presenta­ 
tion today and then, presuma­ 
bly, Johnson will present a de 
tense of the multilateral force 
as 
conceived by the United 
States. 
Wilson is cool to the idea. In­ 
stead, the Labor government is 
understood to propose the for 
mation of a new NATO nuclear 
command, to include Britain’s 
nuclear bombers and subma­ 
rines and all or most of the nu­ 
clear tactical weapons already 
in Europe. 
The 
U.S.-suggested 
nuclear 
fleet, drastically reduced from 
the proposed 25 ships with 200 
Polaris missiles, also would be 
part of the new command. 
The two leaders will seek no 
decisions (Mi this delicate and 
complex 
issue, 
observers on 
both 
sides 
cantoned 
Monday 
night. The word that no blue­ 
print will emerge from the two- 
day conference was stressed 
repeatedly, with Amercan and 
British officials using the same 
word. 
What should be achieved in 
the talks is a mutual under­ 
standing on bow to shape the 
West’s nuclear defense, before 
the issue is taken up with the 
Allies in NATO, 
the officals 
said. 
The Johnson-Wilson talks are 
going far beyond the NATO 
problem, it was emphasized aft­ 
er the first day. The aim is to 
formulate a joint philosophy on 
the role in the world of the only 
two Western powers with world 
wide responsibilities. 
While the mixed-manned nu­ 
clear missile fleet is ait the 
heart of the NATO problem, it is 
but one factor, the British are 
saying. American observers are 
hopeful that this means Wilson 
would not rightly oppose t h e 
fleet concept, if it can be sub­ 
merged in a broader Atlantic 
force. 
The prime minister is under 
stood to be ready to talk today 
again about his country’s grow­ 
ing tasks east of the Suez, in the 
Middle East and in Malaysia, 
while Johnson is expected to 
remind his guest of the need to 
apply the same to South Viet 
Nam. 
Monday night Johnson gave a 
dinner at the White House for 
Wilson.

Divorce Cases Involving 
Children To Take 6 Months 


An increase in the number oft to the bench, he changed the 
divorce c a s e s has prompted waiting period back to six weeks. 
Common Pleas Judge William 
Ammer to reactivate a ruling 
concerning th e waiting period 
before the final hearing on do­ 
mestic relations suits. 
Beginning the first of the 
year, Judge Ammer said to­ 
day, all divorce cases where 
minor children are involved 
will not be finalized until after 
a six-month ‘‘waiting period.” 
The waiting period for the past 
few years has been a mere s ix 
weeks. Many times, according to 
court records, couples are grant­ 
ed a divorce and within a f e w 
days are re married. 
The judge met recently with lo­ 
cal attorneys concerning the rul­ 
ing. According to Ammer, th e 
proposal met little or no opposi­ 
tion from members of the Pick­ 
away County Bar Assn.

THE SIX-MONTH waiting pe- 
r i o d was originally instituted 
here under the judgeship of Em- 
mitt L. Crist. Judge William D. 
Radcliff continued the practice 
and when Ammer was appointed 


Ohio law provides for the six- 
week waiting period, but the 
county court has the prerogative 
of a more lengthy waiting period 
before a final hearing. 
Ammer said he changed the 
ruling when he becme C o rn - 
mon Pleas Judge because of a 
decrease in the divorce cases. 
However, the situation has been 
reversed.

Revolt in Haiti 
Said Financed 


CLEVELAND (AP)—An Ak 
ron man has been convicted of 
defrauding the Dime Bank of 
Akron of $124,319 by an arrange­ 
ment which he claimed was used 
to get money to support a revo­ 
lution In Haiti. 
A U. S. District Court jury 
convicted Andrew D. Adams, 50, 
Monday of acquiring the sum in 
a 20-month check kiting opera­ 
tion. Judge James C. Connell 
ordered Adams held pending a 
pre-sentence report from the 
court’s probation office. 
Adams faces up to 40 years in 
prison 
and 
$50,000 
in fines. 
Neither Adams nor his attorney, 
Christopher T. Chepas, would 
say whether the verdict would 
be appealed. 
The nine men and thee wom­ 
en on the jury took only a hour 
to find Adams guilty on each of 
the five counts in the indict­ 
ment. 
Government attorneys p r e- 
sented evidence that Adams had 
set up accounts in the Bowery 
branch of the Dime-Bank and 
in the Bank of Albion in Albion, 
Mich. 
Wetnesses testified that Ad­ 
ams cashed checks at the Ak­ 
ron bank and sent bundles of 
cash to Albion to cover them, 
after retaining some of it for 
himself. 
Adams admitted on the stand 
that he had cashed all of the 
checks at the Dime Bank and 
had arranged to send the cash 
to Albion. 
Government evidence was that 
the deposits began at $6,000 a 
day ara! continued almost daily 
for 20 months with the amounts 
rising to $62,000 at the close. 
The government attorneys said 
Adams used more than 5,000 
checks for a total of $14 million 
in the operation. 


'White Mercenaries --What Are They Like? 


LEOPOLDVILLE, the (tango 
(AP) — Some came for adven­ 
ture and some for pay. Some 
came for a chance to aerve the 
cause of a peaceful Africa, as 
they see it. 
They are the men the world 
calls Premier Moise Tshombe’s 
“white mercenaries” — several 
hundred volunteers spearhead­ 
ing Tshombe’s drive against the 
Red-backed Congolese rebels. 
What are they like? 
Take British Lt. Jeremy Spen­ 
cer, 25, a scion of a rich north of 
England family. 
Pay meant next to nothing to 
him. Adventure did, and be died 
with a rebel bullet in his head 
as he sat in the front line in a 
ft; VI deck chair, languidly directing 


the battle with a sword. 
Grizzled ana tattooed veter­ 
ans of many wars, whose every 
second word is a curse, still go 
misty-eyed when they talk of 
nim. 
They miss the way this tall, 
slender Englishman gave orders 
in his aristocratic drawl. They 
miss, above all, his ce-cold non­ 
chalance in the face of danger. 
The last 
month of fighting 
their way 600 miles to Stan­ 
leyville, capital of the rebel 
“Congolese People’s Republic,” 
has 
thinned 
the 
mercenary 
ranks down to a 
lean, mean 
residue. 
For almost every one of the 
200 or so soldiers from South 
Africa or Rhodesia still in th* 


Congo, a would-be mercenary 
fighter has been put aboard a 
southbound plane for home or 
has deserted without waiting 
for his pay. 
“There 
were 
drunks, drug 
addicts, coffee shop cowboys, 
homosexuals 
and 
cowards,” 
says Maj. Michael Hoare, the 
tough chief of Tshombe’s Eng­ 
lish-speaking men. 
There still are some unlovely 
specimens among his men — 
killers of unarmed civilians and 
looters. 
“Let’s face it,” says Hoare. 
“If we had only hired angels, 
we’d have never got together 
the labor force needed for this 
sort of job.” 
Hoare, 44, a veteran cf war 


behind the Japanese lines in base pay of 130 pounds sterling 
Burma ami in Tshombe’s seces­ 
sionist state of Katanga, has 
little more than his own person­ 
ality to back up his orders. The 
Congolese army’s disciplinary 
code is almost nonexistent. 
Said Lt. John Peters, a for­ 
mer British paratrooper from 
Leeds: “ If any of my men an­ 
swers back, I take him round 
the corner and use my fists.” 
Hoare’s most trusted officers 
fought for Tshombe in his seces­ 
sionist days. They formed the 
small nucleus who recruited the 
others through advertisements 
in South African and Rhodesian 
newspapers.

Mercenaries also are paid about 
$16 a day danger money when 
they are in battle. 
Only half of their pay is in 
foreign currency sent to their 
banks at home. The rest is paid 
in Congolese francs which can­ 
not be taken out of the country.

Change Asked 


Farm Bureau Opens 
Grass Roots Drive 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) — The 
American Farm Bureau Fed­ 
eration is starting a grass roots 
drive designed to prevent farm­ 
ers fom loping voting strength 
in state legislatures. 
Platform writers at the big 
farm organization’s annual con­ 
vention today called upon its 
members and leaders to cam­ 
paign to set aside — through a 
constitutional amendment — a 
recent Supreme Court ruling 
which would reduce rural voting 
power in legislatures. 
The ruling held that repre­ 
sentation in state lawmaking 
bodies must be solely on the 
basis of population. In most 
states having bicameral legisla­ 
tures, membership in one body 
has been based on other factors, 
mostly on areas, and the other 
on population. 
The Farm Bureau leaders see 
in the court ruling a big shift of 
legislative seats away from ru­ 
ral areas to urban areas — a 
development which already ha* 
virtually destroyed the influence 
of farmers in Congress. 
The farm population has been 
declining 
sharply 
in 
many 
states. Because of tax matters, 
rural zoning, highways, educa­ 
tion and other state and local 
problems, Farm Bureau leader* 
consider it essential that farm 
strength be maintained in legis­ 
latures. 
Both farm group* want an 
amendment to the U. S. Consti­ 
tution which would retain the 
old system of apportioning legis­ 
lative seats. 
“Our time-tested and success­ 
ful pattern of legislative repre­ 
sentation on both an area and a 
population 
basis 
provides 
a 
workable system of checks and 
balances,” said a convention 
resolution. 
“ It assures a republic that it 
rs a truly representative form 
of government with considera­ 
tion for minority and area in­ 
terests.”

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WASHINGTON (AP) — Some­ 
body mention unity? 
There are about a dozen dic­ 
tionary definitions of unity and 
this may explain the I a c k of it 
among Republicans who want 
their defeated painty to unite. 
Dean Burch says he wants 
unity although over the weekend 
some Republican governors said 
they want liim fired as chair­ 
man of the Republican National 
Committee, a job he got through 
Sen. Barry Coldwater. 
The governors in Denver is­ 
sued a statement calling for 
party unity and, among other 
things, suggesting the national 
committee take a good look at 
its leadership. 
Some of them said this wasn’t 
aimed at Burch; some said it 
definitely 
was. 
Particularly 
Govs. George Romney of Michi­ 
gan, Nelson A. Rockefeller of 
New 
York and 
William 
W. 
Scranton of Pennsylvania said 
they want Burch out. 
Burch, whether or not he was 
a good chairman, was a terrible 
prophet for on election night, 
Nov. 3, with the roof falling in 
on Coldwater, he cheerfully pre­ 
dicted: “This picture is going 
to brighten considerably as t h e 
sun moves toward the West.” 
The final news from the West 
was even worse. Coldwater lost 
every Western state except his 
own Arizona. 
But Monday, in a statement 
which some interpreted as a 
move to soothe his critics and 


keep his job, Burch called tor 
unity. 
“It now remains for all of us, 
governors, senators, congress­ 
men, state chairmen, national 
committee members and work­ 
ers, to demonstrate that the Re­ 
publican party seeks strength 
through unity — not weakness 
and even impotence through 
needless quarreling and disuni­ 
ty.” 
At the same time his right- 
hand man — John Grenier, ex 
ecutive director of the national 
committee — quit with a state­ 
ment w h i c h could hardly be 
considered a unifier ar a paci­ 
fier. 
Grenier, a fervent Coldwater, 
ite, had been under criticism, 
too. His sudden departure, so 
soon after the governors’ state­ 
ment, could be considered an 
e f f o r t to cool off attacks on 
Burch and the committee. 
But Grenier didn’t seem ob­ 
sessed by unity when he called 
in newsmen to announce he was 
leaving. 
He said he will defend Burch 
and blamed a big part of Gold- 
water’s defeat on “so-called Re­ 
publicans” : Romney, Rockefel­ 
ler and Scranton. He said he 
was leaving to resume his law 
practice in Alabama. 
The urge toward unity among 
Republicans is not new although 
it has taken strange turns. It 
began right after the election. 
Richard 
M. 
Nixon, 
former 
vice president who campaigned 
for Coldwater, said the party

needs unifiers, not dividers, and 
then attacked Rockefeller, who 
didn’t campagn for Coldwater, 
as one of the principal dividers. 
He called Rockefeller, a “Spoil­ 
sport” and Rockefeller called 
him “pevish.” 
About the same time former 
President 
Dwight 
D. 
Eisen­ 
hower was saying he thought 
Nixon would play a great role in 
unifying the party. But Robert 
E. Smylie, Republican gvernor 
of Idaho, was just then calling 
for Burch’s ouster. 
Coldwater after the election 
suggested it might be a good 
idea to realign the Democratic 
and 
Republican 
parties into 
“two new teams” under 4 liber­ 
al” and “conservative” ban­ 
ners. 
But Henry Cabot Lodge, who 
had been a senator and ambas­ 
sador 
to 
South 
Viet 
Nam, 
thought this was such a bad 
idea he called it ’‘totally abhor­ 
rent to the American two-party 
system.” 
While Coldwater said he in­ 
tends to retain the party leader­ 
ship, he also said 
the real 
source of the leadership is in 
Sen. Everett M. Dirksen of Illi­ 
nois, Republican Senate leader, 
and Indiana’s Charles A. Hal- 
leck, Republican House leader. 
But 
Dirksen 
apparently 
doesn’t want to get into any 
fights. He said: “I intend to 
stand still. I intend to do a lot of 
thinking and get a new perspec 
tive.”

Among other things, the b i l l 
would abolish the present five- 
member 
Pardon 
and 
Parole 
Board and replace it with a 
seven-member Board of Adjut- 
icators. 
Creasey said the new board 
would differ from the present 
one in that its members would 
be Civil Service employes train­ 
ed in parole work. 
Present members' jobs would 
not be affected and they would 
be allowed to serve on the new 
board until their terms expire, 
Creasey said. The new agency 
also would include parole and 
probation supervision .sections 
and one on adminstration and 
researcn. 
The House returned to its 
Government Operations C o rn - 
mittee a worked - over bill to 
raise the pay of Supreme Court, 
appellate, common pleas, and 
county judges. 
That move came after spokes­ 
man for the House Rules Com­ 
mittee announced changes from 
the version reported out earlier. 
These included a change in 
the effective date of a proposed 
mandatory retirement age of 70 
for judges. Originally, the pro­ 
vision was to take effect next 
year but under the change it 
would not take effect until Feb.
